TITLISTS  MATCHED

“Please  Go(3,  let  me  come  home  to  my  family  and 
friends  in  Ohio;  and  please  let  Linda  love  me  f trover  and 
ever,”  is  the  statement  of  an  anonymous  soldiei-  w'lich  can 
be  found  among  the  many  signatures  that  co.^i’  the  walls 
of  building  590  at  the  Oakland  Army  terminal,  and  reflects 
one  of  the  many  varied  moods  of  soldiers  billeted  there. 

Building  590  is  a warehouse  type  structure  of  large 
proportions  with  row  upon  row  of  bunks,  and  a couple  of 
TV  rooms,  where  Viet  Nam  bound  soldiers  are  restricted 
for  their  last  24  hours  before  shipment  to  Southeast  Asia. 

The  Oakland  Amy  terminal  ships  out  an  average  of 
700  men  daily  to  augment  U.S.  forces  in  Viet  Nam,  and  in 
building  590  the  men  are  given  24  hours  to  themselves  to 
ponder  and  reflect. 

SHOW  MANY  THINGS 

The  statements  on  the  wall  show  many  things.  Faith, 
courage,  bravado,  humility,  fear,  hate,  pride,  and  patriotism 
are  all  depicted  here  by  men  who  are  spending  their  last 
few  hours  on  American  soil. 

Few  men  kno\^'  what  lies  ahead  for  them,  but  in  this 
time  of  anxiety  the  majority  turn  to  God  asking  for  de- 
liverance. “Please  God,  let  me  come  home  to  my  wife  and 
home,  God’s  speed  and  good  luck  to  all,”  is  the  plea  of  one 
GI.  Another  fearful  but  willing  GI  states  simply,  “Well, 
here  I am  on  my  way.  All  I can  say  is  maybe  someday,  if 
God  is  willing,  I will  see  my  darling  wife  again.  I hope  the 
same  for  everyone.  May  God  bless  you — Viet  Nam  bound.” 

SHOW  COURAGE 

Some  show  a high  degree  of  courage  and  dedication  to 
the  job  at  hand  saying,  “wherever  there  is  an  injustice  let 
me  be  there  to  try  to  rectify  it,”  and  the  age  old  sentiment, 
“Ours  is  not  to  reason  why — ours  is  but  to  do  and  die.” 

Many  hide  their  fears  and  silent  thoughts  behind  hum-' 
our  and  bravado,  like  the  soldier  who  comments,  “I  am  one 
of  the  Viet  Cong  for  lunch  bunch,”  and,  “Join  the  Army 
and  see  the  world,”  or  “Visit  the  Viet  Cong  A-go-go — where 
the  action  is.” 

The  men  here  know  they  are  in  for  a rough  time,  and 
that  much  personal  sacrifice  and  perhaps  life  itself  is  on 
the  line,  but  in  one  soldiers  statement  lies  the  key  in  the 
simple  formula,  “19  years  of  heaven — 2 years  of  hell.” 
These  men  realize,  and  are  grateful  for,  the  good  life  which 
God  has  given  them,  and  though  fearful  of  the  consequence, 
are  ready  to  fight  to  protect  this  American  way  of  life  for 
their  children. 

LAST  3IOMENTS 

For  the  men  in  building  590,  these  last  few  moments 
are  di'amatic  ones,  and  the  moods  are  varied.  A few  write 
letters  home,  others  sit  in  deep  meditation,  while  some 
drown  their  thoughts  in  the  thick  folds  of  sleep.  Some  brave 
and  good  men  cry,  and  strong  men  pray,  as  some  can  be 
seen  with  bowed  heads  and  holding  rosaries,  making  the 
sign  of  the  cross,  or  simply  talking  silently  to  God  ,each 
in  his  own  fashion. 

Some  men  move  around  constantly,  almost  as  if  afraid 
to  stop  and  think.  A group  of  soul  brothers  listen  to  a jazzy 
record  on  a battery  powered  record  player  in  the  corner,  and 
numerous  radios  help  to  beak  the  silence.  A few  goups 
gather  to  tell  jokes  or  war  stories,  but  all  in  all  it  is  a time 
for  truth  when  man  is  forced  to  face  reality. 

Above  all  else  here  on  the  wall,  the  expession  denot- 
ing we  will  do  what  has  to  l>e  done  there,  and  we  will  return. 
A passage  taken  from  scripture  and  placed  there  by  a sol- 
diers hand  seemed  to  stand  out  from  all  the  rest  on  the  wall. 
It’s  message;  “This  too,  shall  pass.” 

MANY  IN 

Between  one  and  two  thousand  transient  soldiers  occupy 
the  Oakland  Army  terminal  processing  and  awaiting  ship- 
ment to  Bangkok,  Thailand,  Japan,  The  Phillipines,  Guam, 
Hawaii,  Okinawa,  Wake,  Taiwan,  and  the  majority,  about 
85%,  to  Viet  Nam. 

Shipment  is  generally  by  air,  and  sometimes  by  boat. 
My  personal  flight  to  Viet  Nam  took  twenty  hours,  in  ad- 
dition to  stops  at  Wake  and  the  Phillipines,  but  it  takes 
28  days  for  those  going  by  boat.  Most  GI’s  coming  to  Oak- 
land don’t  get  much  of  a chance  to  look  around,  as  the  aver- 
age Joe  is  shipped  over  having  spent  no  longer  than  two 
days  at  Oakland. 

I have  been  assigned  to  an  infantry  unit  of  the  first 
Air  Cavalry  presently  fighting  in  Phan  Thiet,  and  in  this 
and  future  columns  I hope  to  be  able  to  portray  the  moods 
and  feelings  of  the  American  fighting  man  and  to  picture 
in  your  minds  some  of  the  obstacles  that  confront  him.  I 
also  hope  to  inform  you  of  some  of  the  cultures  and  habits 
of  the  Vietnamese  people  and  their  constant  struggle  against 
the  encroaching  Communist  forces  from  the  North. 

The  war  in  Viet  Nani  has  long  been  a debatable  issue 
from  many  points  of  view,  and  I would  welcome  any 
thoughts  or  questions  that  you  might  have,  for  these  will 
give  me  the  proper  feedback  needed  that  I may  formulate 
the  subjects  of  this  column  in  accordance  with  what  you 
want  to  know.

A change  in  the  rules  regarding 
suspension  from  BYU  to  be  effec- 
tive during  the  new  semester  has 
been  announced  by  the  University 
Administration. 

They  say:  “Until  this  semester 
the  requirements  regarding  aca- 
demic suspension  at  Brigham 
Young  University  have  been  the 
following: 

“Suspension:  A student  will  be 
suspended  from  the  University  if 
at  the  end  of  any  probationary  se- 
mester his  cumulative  record  at 
BYU  shows  a shortage  of  12.00 
grade  points  from  that  (1.75  for 
the  first  31  semester  hours  and  2.00 
for  all  remaining  hours),  and  his 
current  semester  grade  average  is 
also  deficient.” 

Students  who  are  on  academic 
probation  and  who  fail  to  make  im- 
provement of  4.00  grade  points  dur- 
ing each  of  their  probationary  se- 
mesters will  be  suspended  from 
school  regardless  of  their  grade- 
point  shortage. 

“The  modification  for  the  stu- 
dent who  loses  enrollment  privi- 
leges is  as  follows:  All  students 
who  are  ‘dropped  for  low  scholar- 
ship’ will  be  required  to  obtain  a 
2.50  grade-point  average  on  pre- 
paratory work  rather  than  2.00 
gradepoint  average  as  has  been 
true  in  the  past.” 

“Therefore,  a student  qualifying 
for  readmission  by  home  study 
{correspH)ndence  courses)  will  need 
to  maintain  a ‘C-f-’  or  2.50  grade 
average  on  ten  credit  hours.  The 
student  who  elects  to  do  prepara- 
tory work  by  attending  another  in- 
stitution of  higher  learning  will  be 
expected  to  carry  an  average  load 
of  15  semester  credit  hours  while 
maintaining  a minimum  of  ‘C-f’  or 
2.50  grade-point  average.”

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Aerospace  Team 
To  Stage  Presentation 


The  Aerospace  Presentations 
Team  from  Air  University  at  Max- 
well AFB,  Ala.,  will  stage  a dra- 
matic program  at  BYU  Friday  at 
9 a.m.  in  the  Varsity  Theater. 


The  presentation  will  concentrate 
on  the  U.S.  space  program  for  1967, 
featuring  slides  and  motion  pic- 
tures. Topics  covered  will  be  pro- 
pulsion, spacecraft,  interplanetary 
probes  and  places  for  moon  land- 


Now  in  its  third  year  as  a full- 
time operation,  the  Air  University 
team  makes  hundreds  of  aerospace 
lectures  annually  to  educational, 
civic  and  scientific  groups  through- 
out the  nation.  Last  year,  team 
members  made  350  stage,  radio  and 
television  appearances  and  re- 
ceived the  Air  Force  Association’s 
top  award,  the  Hoyt  S.  Vanden- 
berg  Trophy  for  “distinguished 
service  to  the  nation  in  the  field 
of  aerospace  education.” 

The  presentation  outlines  the 
joint  roles  of  the  National  Aero- 
nautics and  Space  Administration 
and  the  Dept,  of  Defense  in  space 
exploration.  Team  members  will 
discuss  their  visits  with  the  astro- 
nauts, their  inspection  of  Mercury, 
Appollo  and  Gemini  capsules  and 
their  experience  in  operating  space- 
craft simulators. 

The  aerospace  story  to  be  pre- 
sented points  up  the  fact  that  Amer- 
ica’s space  effort  is  directed  to- 
ward insuring  peace.  It  explains 
the  major  requirments  and  prob- 
lems involved  in  space  travel  now 
and  in  the  future. 


The  first  briefing  of  this  kind 
started  less  than  five  years  ago, 
when  the  Pentagon  directed  Air 
University  and  its  colleges  of  high- 
er education  for  selected  Air  Force 
officers  to  take  the  aerospace  mes- 
sage to  the  American  people. 

The  briefing  is  open  to  the  public. 


BYU  Professors 
Do  Church  Story 


Drs.  James  Allen  and  Richard 
■ Cowan,  BYU  professors,  co-authors 
'of  “Mormonism  in  the  20th  Cen- 
tury,” a text  used  in  some  history 
classes,  have  started  work  on  an- 
other book  covering  the  history  of 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Lat- 
ter-day Saints  during  the  last  65 
years. 

i They  belive  that  not  enough  is 
known  about  the  Church  in  the 
twentieth  century  and  that  people 
don’t  understand  today’s  problems, 
The  book  will  explain  the  Church’s 
growth,  administration,  missionary 
programs  and  the  political  climate. 

Dr.  Cowan  had  a research  grant 
from  Brigham  Young  University  to 
work  on  missionary  activities  in 
South  America  in  the  20th  century. 
He  will  apply  this  research  to  the 
book. 

Both  men  are  members  of  the 
newly  formed  Mormon  History  As- 
sociation, composed  of  Mormon  and 
non-Mormon  scholars. 

Dr.  Allen  is  associate  professor  of 
history  and  Dr.  Cowan  is  assistant 
professor  of  History  of  Religion.

IMC  Loop  Near  End? 


'DENVER  (UPI)  — When  two  of 
the  six  Western  Athletic  Confer- 
ence college  presidents  turned 
thumbs  down  on  expansion  last 
Monday  in  Denver,  they  may  have 
thumbed  the  conference  out  of  ex- 
istence. 

That  theory  was  advanced  Fri- 
day in  the  Denver  Post,  which  said 
an  unidentifed  source,  reportedly 
“clcee  to  the  WAC,”  believed  if 
expansion  doesn’t  come  soon,  the 
five-year-old  could  die  of  its  own 
doldrums. 

The  source  told  the  paper  another 
effort  would  be  made  at  the  con- 
ference meeting  in  June  to  expand 
and  revamp  the  league.  “If  some- 
thing isn’t  done  then.”  the  paper 
quoted,  “the  league  could  fold  up 


and  we’ll  start  all  over  again  with 
a new  one.” 

If  the  promised  pressure— expect- 
ed to  come  from  conference  offi- 
cials ranking  below  the  governing 
president’s  council— is  successful, 
the  league  probably  will  have  two 
new  teams  and  be  missing  an  old 
one,  the  report  said. 

The  source  told  the  paper  the 
new  proposal,  as  set  up  now,  would 
include  current  WAC  members 
Wyoming,  New  Mexico,  Arizona 
State,  and  Arizona.  Colorado  State, 
• Texas  Western,  Utah,  and  Utah 
. State,  then  would  be  invited  to  join, 
j BYU,  the  only  WAC  member 
school  that  is  not  state-supported, 
would  be  dropped.

A Spanish  Fork,  Utah  man  was 
expected  to  be  brought  back  to 
Provo  early  this  week  to  face  a 
charge  of  second-degree  kidnapping 
in  connection  with  the  abduction  of 
two  BYU  co-eds. 


Summer  In  Mexico  To  Register  Now 


Authorities  said  extradition  pro- 
ceedings on  James  Winkle,  27, 
were  being  conducted  and  detec- 
ties  were  expected  to  bring  him 
back  shortly.  He  was  arrested  in 
Los  Angeles  after  local  police  put 
out  an  alert. 

Winkle  is  charged  in  connection 
with  the  kidnapping  of  two  BYU 
coeds— Leslie  Cambell  and  Candace 
Spendlove— some  ten  days  ago.  Of- 
ficers said  Winkle  apparently 
forced  the  girls  to  go  on  a seven- 
hour  ride  throughout  much  of  east- 
ern and  northern  Utah  at  gun- 
point. 

Both  girls  were  released  un- 
harmed and  after  relating  their 
story  to  police,  Winkle  was  charged 
with  the  abduction. 

Police  said  attempts  to  appre- 
hend Winkle  at  his  home  south  of 
Provo  failed  as  he  apparently 
heard  reports  of  the  complaint. 

Utah  County  Sheriff”s  deputies 
said  Winkle  is  a former  patient  of 
the  Utah  State  Hospital  in  Provo 
and  has  been  arrested  twice  pre- 
viously on  seperate  charges. 

Winkle  will  be  arraigned  in  Provo 
City  Court  on  his  return,  authori- 
ties said.
